These foundation stones must 
be laid. <A _ building with no 
foundation would not stand the 
storms, nor one with no frame 
in it. 

But when we get the founda- 
tion and frame we must build to 
it. When we get the fulness of 
the blessing we are then 
to build in earnest, we are build- 
ing continually. Our structure 
is not complete because we are 
delivered from sin both outward 
and inward, and have received 
the Oomforter into our heart. 

There are traits of character 
to be developed, a communion 
with God in the Spirit to be 
cultivated, an outward and in- 
ward conforming to the will of 
God to be perfected, an exercise 
of the faculties of spirit, soul 
and body in christian service to 
be learned. The outward re- 
sult or demonstration of these 
things will be manifested in 
righteous walking, purity, love, 
patience, longsuffering, victory

One of the most necessary of 
these is love. Saint Paul de- 
clares that charity, or love, is 
the ‘‘band of perfectness,”’ and 
again ‘‘now abideth faith, hope, 
and charity, and the greatest of 
these is charity.”

all hearis and make us one. 
There can be no christian unity 
and oneness without this.

Do not men know that where
